Summary of Record of Interview Requirements

application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1, 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 



37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

If the claims are allowable for other reasons of record, the examiner should send a letter setting forth the examiner's version of the 
statement attributed to him or her.

The interview mainly discussed how the following claimed features are taught/suggested by the combination of 
references: 

1) first host task file, second task file and device task file: 

Grieff teaches a first host and a second host coupled to a device wherein 
the first host coupled to a first port (Fig. 1, ref. 130), 
the second host coupled to a second port (Fig. 1, ref. 132) and 

the device coupled to a device port (Fig. 1 , ref. Device side Link Layer) (col. 2, I. 53 to col. 3, I. 45; col. 4, II. 5-34 
and col. 5, I. 17 to col. 6, I. 56), as multiple hosts (e.g. first and second host) share access to a single device by having 
the single device simultaneously maintain communication with the multiple hosts. 

Utsunomiya teaches a host with a task file (Fig. 4, ref. 14, 16 supported by [0022]-[0024]) coupled to a device with a 
task file (Fig. 5, ref. 23). 

The resulting combination of Utsunomiya with Grieff further teaches: 

the first host with a first task file coupled to the first port; 

the second host with a second task file coupled to the second port; and 

the device with a device task file coupled to the device port. 

Oii ('045) teaches designing a port having a task file (Fig. 2, ref. 225, 235). 

The resulting combination of Oii ('045) with Grieff and Utsunomiya further teaches: 

the first host coupled to the first port with the first task file; 

the second host coupled to the second port with the second task file; and 

the device coupled to the device port with the device task file. 

2) accepting command from either the first host or the second host: 

Grieff teaches accepting command from either the first host or the second host (col. 5, II. 53-55).
